EXAMPLE 3 

This invention provides peptides with advantageous functions over other LB.P- 
derived peptides that have the native sequence or different a.a. replacements to those 
herein described at positions +1, +5, +6, +7, +9, +10, +1 1 , +12 and +1 3, Among these 
others are some peptides previously described by their ability to reduce LPS biological 
effects 1 M4 . In order to demonstrate the advantage of the preferred peptides of this 
invention over these previously described peptides, their antagonist activity upon LPS- 
induced responses was compared; the effect of these different peptides on the LPS* 
induced !L-G production in cultures of human PBMC is illustrated in Fig. 5. The 
experimental procedure was similar to that one described in EXAMPLE 2. 11-6 was 
measured in culture supematants alter 1 8 h using a human JL-6 specific BLISA. In the 
represented experiment, the following peptides were evaluated; LPBha-hu.

This 
example remarks the capacity of the peptides of this invention to reduce the production of 
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pro-inflammatory cytokines by LPS-stinmlated cells.
